Edith Nourse Rogers 


in Congress 35 years

WILMINGTON - Governor 
Patrick recently signed into 
law a proclamation desig- 
nating June 30 as Edith 
Nourse Rogers Day in 
Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Rogers had an amaz- 
ing career in public service, 
serving in Congress for 35 
years from 1925 to 1960. She 
was first elected following 
the death of her husband, 
John Jacob Rogers, who had 
been elected to Congress in 
1912. Together they repre- 
sented the Fifth 
Congressional District for 47 
years. 

She was well-known and 
loved throughout the Fifth 
District, centered in Lowell. 
During and after World War 
I, she served as a Red Cross 
volunteer. President Warren 
Harding appointed her as 
inspector of hospitals in the 
1920s. 

A Republican, Mrs. Rogers 
was the sixth woman elected 
to Congress, and was the 
longest-serving woman rep- 
resentative until recently, 
when Barbara Mikulski sur- 
passed her record. 

She was among the first in 
Congress to recognize that 
Adolph Hitler was a threat 
to United States' interests. 
She initiated legislation dur- 
ing World War II to create 
the Women's Army 
Auxilliary Corps. 
Throughout her time in 
office, she was a firm sup- 
porter of military veterans 
and supported legislation 
that created the G.I. Bill, 
providing educational and 
housing assistance for veter- 
ans. The Veterans' 
Administration hospital in 
Bedford is named in her 
honor, as is the Women's 
Army Corps Museum. 

She visited Wilmington 
many times, and certainly 
passed through town fre- 
quently, as it was all but 
impossible to go from Lowell 
to Boston except through 

Wilmington. 

‘One of her favorite stops 
was George's Restaurant in 
the Square. Proprietor 
George Spanos was a 
tremendous supporter of 
servicemen and a _ good

friend of Edith Nourse 
Rogers. Bill Fay recalls 
going into the restaurant 
one day, and there was Mrs. 
Rogers, behind the counter, 
pouring coffee. 

One memorable visit to 
Wilmington took place in 
May 1952, when she went to 
a camporee at Camp 40 
Acres in North Wilmington. 


She also visited the home of * 


Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Fiorenza, whose son Al had 
been awarded the Silver Star 
for heroic service in Korea, 
in November 1951. 

The scribe of Troop 1 (now 
Troop 56) had invited sever- 
al dignitaries to attend the 
camporee. Mrs. Rogers was 
the only out-of-town person 
to attend. Invitations had 


been sent to President 
Harry Truman, Vice 
President Barkley, Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur, Sen. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Sen. 
Estes Kefauver, and several 
others. Letters of regret 
were received from all. 

Several local officials did 
attend, including Town 
Manager Dean Cushing, 
Athletic Director (no rela- 
tion) Larry Cushing, and 
Scoutmaster Foster Balser. 
When Mrs. Rogers arrived, 
some 40 Boy Scouts in 
Indian garb appeared from 
various points in the camp. 
She was present to judge

their encampment. She 
spoke, asking if there was 
anything she could do for 
them in Washington. 

Several years earlier, Capt. 
Larz Neilson had written to 
Cong. Rogers with a special 
request. He was captain of 
the S.S. Daniel Boone, and 
had embarked from 
Philadelphia on May 5, 1943 
on a voyage to the Persian 
Gulf, three-quarters of the 
way around the world. The 
route was south through the 
Panama Canal, then south 
of New Zealand and 
Australia. 

At the time, his wife 
Elizabeth was due with their 
first child. Peter Augustus 
Neilson was born on May 6, 
the day after the departure. 
When the ship stopped in 
Cuba, Larz attempted to call 
home. No luck — wartime 
censors. He made another 
attempt in the Panama 
Canal Zone, with the same 
results. In frustration, he 
wrote to his congressman, 
Edith Norse Rogers. The 
Daniel Boone then continued 
on its voyage. 

When the Daniel Boone 
reached Freemantle, 
Australia, there was a mes- 
sage for the captain — It's a 
boy! 

Edith Nourse Rogers had 
managed to cut the red tape.

Ready for business 


Shaw Tech business team struts its stuff

- WILMINGTON - Three Wilmington girls, 


entering seniors of Shawsheen Technical 
High School, were awarded at the National 
SkillsUSA Championships for Skilled 
Workforce. 

Rebecca McLaren, Melissa Miller, and 
Nora Brown of Wilmington, as well as Ryan 
Cormier of Billerica, were members of 
“Team S” in the competition representing 
the business shop at the Tech. 

The shop can only send a limited number 
of students to the competition, who must 
first pass a test administered by their 
teacher to even be eligible to attend 
SkillsUSA, according to Miller. The team 
then had to design a 35 page business plan 
and submit it for pre-judgment before par- 
ticipating at SkillsUSA. 

“It was a lot of work but it paid off in the 
end,” says Miller, who was impressed with 
how well the team placed. 

The competition was held in Kansas City 
Mo., from June 23 to June 28, 2012. Almost 
6,000 students from technical programs in 
high schools and colleges across the United 
States participated. The SkillsUSA champi- 
onship is separated into separate competi- 
tions to function for each shop, and the stu- 
dents participated in the entrepreneurship 
category. The team had to present their 
business plan, which was centered on a jew- 
elry line they created, with a 10 minute pres- 
entation in front of judges. The students 
even made earrings, necklaces, and 


bracelets to add to their presentation in 
hopes that the judges would remember them 
among the other teams. 

“We are all hard workers...everybody has 
their strengths and their weaknesses,” says 
McLaren who was impressed with the entire 
competition and its organization. 

Once the judges see the original presenta- 
tion the teams are given a series of chal- 
lenge questions to choose from in order to 
improve their business plan. The judges 
allow one day for planning to improve their 
plan according to the challenge to then be 
followed by another 10 minute presentation. 
The students chose a challenge question 
concerning insufficient funds to rework their 
presentation. 

“We were really impressed that the chal- 
lenges were hard but the judges were really 
friendly,” says McLaren. 

The team placed 7th in the nation and were 
awarded a Skills Point Certificate. These 
certificates are given to high scorers and 
“work force ready systems.” 

"This is the SkillsUSA partnership at its 
best. Students, instructors and industries 
are working together to ensure America has 
a skilled workforce and every student excels. 
These students prove that 

career and technical education expands 
opportunities," says SkillsUSA Executive 
Director Tim Lawrence. 

The students are proud of their score in the 
top 10 of the nation.

Leader Bradley Jones, 
“These reforms were acted 
on by the Legislature in a 
bipartisan and bicameral 
way. The decisive actions by 
the House and the Senate 
indicate the importance of 
moving forward on these pri- 
orities.” 

Some of the measures 
vetoed by Governor Patrick 
include 

¢ Proof of legal residence to 
obtain the registration of a 
motor vehicle. 

¢ The removal of certain 
items or services for pur- 
chase using EBT cards. 

¢ Vendor payments of rent 
and utilities to be made by 
the state when it has been 
determined that public 
resources have not been used 
in the best interests of a 
child or any other chronic 
misuse has occurred. 

“Contrary to the Governor’s 
belief that these reforms are 
“political grandstanding” 
tactics, the members of the 
Legislature and the majority 
of the citizens of the 
Commonwealth are in favor 
of such common sense pro- 
tections. Not only will these 
changes ensure that EBT 
benefits are reserved for 


those who truly need them, 
but these reforms will also 
make certain those who are 
in this country illegally and 


- others are not able to use our 


roadways with reckless 
abandon because of the 
Administration’s failure or 
unwillingness to address this 
serious public safety issue,” 
stated the legislators in their 
letter. 

“I do support the overrides 
to the governor’s -budget on 
EBT reform,” Senator Barry 
Finegold (D—Andover) said. 
“This is common sense. We 
need to do something to 
make sure the intended bene- 
fits are not being misused 
and the use taxpayer dollars 
is not being abused.” 

“I voted to override 
Governor Patrick’s absurd 
vetoes,” said Representative 
Paul Adams. “I don’t get 
him. He opposes even mod- 
est, overwhelmingly popular 
reforms the legislature 
passed. It’s commonsense to 
cut welfare fraud and prove 
legal residency to register a 
vehicle.

The operator of the Ford Truck, Craig 
Hunt, 35, of Medford, was not injured but 
will be facing multiple charges according to 
Wilmington Deputy Police Chief Robert 
Richter.

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Wilmington resident Mike Fitzgerald part of executive team 


From MIT to the Pittsburgh Pirates

From 2007 to 2010, Mike 
Fitzgerald studied the play- 
book perfectly, and went on 
to have a terrific football 
career at MIT with a com- 
bined 96 catches for 1,330 
yards and three touch- 
downs while lining up as a 
wide receiver. 

Fitzgerald’s ability to 
carry out his routes on the 
football field helped him 
out immensely as he led the 
team in receptions, yards 
and touchdowns during his 
senior season, nearly three 
times better than his next 
teammate. 

Nearly two years later, 
with a MIT degree on his 
wall at his home in 
Wilmington, Fitzgerald, 
who just turned 24 years 
old, is now taking those 
numbers, routes and fig- 
ures he learned at one of 
the top colleges in the 
world, and is applying that 
to Major League Baseball 
pitchers and hitters, work- 
ing the past five months as 
a Quantitative Analyst for 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. 

Working for the organiza- 
tion, Fitzgerald has a num- 
ber of everyday duties. 
When he joined on board in 
March, he first helped the 
team prepare for the ama- 
teur draft which just took 
place last month, and now 
he’s a part of the executive 
group that is currently 
exploring possible trades 
before the deadline looms 
on July 3ist. 

“It's a pretty mixed bag,” 
he said about his job 
description. “Especially 
during the season, and one 
thing I've noticed is the 
that priorities are extreme- 
ly calendar dependent. 
We're the only major sport 
that has their first year 
player draft in the middle 
of the season, so it was 
pretty interesting for me, 
when I started up, to be 
working on stuff that relat- 
ed our upcoming season, 
and then all of the sudden 
shift to draft prep a month 
in, and then switch over to 
exploring possible trade 
deadline deals.” 

Besides the draft and the 
potential of helping 
General Manager Neal 
Huntington acquire another 
starting pitcher, a corner 
infielder or just another bat 
or two, Fitzgerald said 
there’s many other things 
that go into his position. 
Those duties include sever- 
al scenes from the recent 
movie “Moneyball” which 
followed the journey of 
Oakland Athletics General 
Manager Billy Beane -- 
whom Fitzgerald also had 
interviews with to join that 
organization before accept- 
ing the position with the 


Pirates. 
“Of course, the games 
never stop, so. there's 


always a good amount of 
analytical prep for the 
upcoming series, for which 
we'll put together some 
thoughts and key points for 
the coaching staff to con- 
sider, as it relates to field- 
ing alignments against cer- 
tain players, or preferred 
match-ups, or things of that 
nature,” said Fitzgerald. 
“The coaches are definitely 
receptive to that kind of 
information. 

“At the end of the day, 
we're all here because we 
want to win, and that's 
very clear amongst every- 
one in the organization, 
from the upper manage- 
ment, to the coaches, to the 
players. So any piece of 
information, from some- 
thing our bench coach 
notices about an opposing 
pitcher tipping his pick off 
move to first, to a player's 
ball speed off the bat 
against a certain pitch 
type, the general philoso- 
phy tends to be ‘if it can 
give us an edge, if it can 
help us win, then let's put it 
to good use’.” 

The Pirates have the 
longest streak in sports — 
not enjoying a winning sea- 
son in 20-plus_ seasons. 
Back in 1991 and ‘92, the 
Pirates lost consecutive 
league championship series 
to the Atlanta Braves. 
Those teams featured man- 
ager Jim Leyland and a 
host of young stars like 
Barry Bonds, Bobby 
Bonilla, Doug Drabek and 
former Red Sox pitcher 
Tim Wakefield. After that 
1992 season, the Pirates 
have gone 19-plus seasons 
without finishing with a 
winning record. 

“I'm not too concerned 
about the last 20 years,” he 
said. “My take is that there 
was a lot of volatility over a 
lot of those years, which 
really makes it challenging 
to sustain success, in any 
profession.” 

This year the Pirates are 
on the verge of snapping 
that nearly two decade long 
streak. Pittsburgh current- 
ly stands in first place in 
the NL Central, ahead of 
the reigning World Series 
champion St. Louis 
Cardinals. The team is 
managed by Clint Hurdle, 
and has flourished under 
superstar center fielder 
Andrew McCutchen as well 
as a handful of key veter- 
ans the team acquired this 
past off-season, especially 
former Yankee pitcher AJ 
Burnett. 

Fitzgerald said being a 
part of a first-place team is 
very exciting, but also 
knows that at points of last 
year’s. season, the Pirates 


flirted with ending that 
streak only to see the team 
flop in the second half of 
the season. He’s hoping 
that doesn’t happen when 
the season resumes this 
Friday after Tuesday’s All- 
Star Game and the four day 
break. 

“Over the last few years, 
with new ownership and 
new management, there 
has clearly been a strong 
movement towards estab- 
lishing a foundation, a 
process, and a set of values 
and goals, which has 
brought a lot of consistency 
to the organization,” he 
said. “In turn, that consis- 
tency has: set up an envi- 
ronment that really enables 
and encourages success, 
and I think that's what 
everyone started to see last 
year and is continuing to 
see this year. 

“Now having been a part 
of the organization for 
some time, I don't see our 
success as a fluke or as 
unsustainable, because I 
believe that's what this 
organization is set up for, 
and even more importantly, 
I think we're set up to con- 
tinue that success and fur- 
ther build on that success.” 

Prior to working for the 
Pirates, Fitzgerald had 
quite the resumé for a col- 
lege kid, working for 
ESPN, the Boston Celtics 
and a baseball data compa- 
ny called “TrackMan”. 

“TrackMan brought the 
doppler radar technology 
that meteorologists use to 
baseball, to capture 
advanced measurements 
on ball flight and ball tra- 
jectory,” he said. “One of 
TrackMan's MLB clients 
was the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
and it turned out that they 
were looking to hire a quan- 
titative analyst to work in 
their baseball operations 
department.” 

From there, Fitzgerald 
sent his resume to the 
Pirates, and over the next 
few months, he had inter- 
views with both the Pirates 
and Oakland A’s, before he 
finally settled with the 
Pittsburgh organization. 

“When I flew out here for 
the first time, I was really 
impressed with the analyti- 
cal systems that were 
already in place, and even 
more impressed with the 
team's vision as to where 
they wanted to go from 
there and how integral of a 
part they would be in the 
decision making process of 
the baseball operations 
group,” he said. 

Now living and working in 
Pittsburgh, Fitzgerald, who 
graduated high school from 
Malden Catholic, was asked 
about his other hobbies 
besides crunching numbers 
and projection data on hit-

Irizarry gearing up for Jr. Olympics: 


Frankie Irizarry, of 
Wilmington, qualified for the 
2012 USA Track and Field 
(USATF) Junior Olympics in 
the 80-meter high hurdles. 

Irizarry, competing in the 
sweltering heat this past 
weekend in Uniondale, New 
York, ran a personal best of 
15.24 seconds in the event 
finals to secure his spot in the 
upcoming Junior Olympics. 
The event will be contested in 
Baltimore, Maryland, July 23- 
29 at Morgan _ State 
University. This is Irizarry’s 
third time qualifying for the 
event and his second straight 
year that he qualified in the 
hurdles. 

Irizarry competes in Region 
1 which is comprised of New 
York City, Long Island, 
Adirondack, New England, 
Connecticut, and Maine. In 
all, seven states comprise the 
region, one of 16 regions 
nationally. The top five com- 
petitors from each associa- 
tion qualified for the regional 
championship which made it 


a very competitive event. 

Irizarry had to make it 
through an initial preliminary 
round with multiple heats 
before the top nine competi- 
tors took to the track to com- 
pete for the five junior 
Olympic spots. 

In his opening heat, Irizarry 
ran a 16.3 second time, good 
for third in the heat and a trip 
to the finals.. It wasn’t his 
best time of the season but 
competing in almost 100 
degree temperatures, Irizarry 
wanted to save something for 
the finals. 

In the finals of the event, 
Irizarry lined up with the 
eight best 11-12 year old hur- 
dlers in the northeast and he 
ran the race of his life clock- 
ing in at 15.24 seconds, shav- 
ing more than a half second 
off his best time of 15.81, the 
time he ran to win the New 
England championship two 
weeks ago. He finished fourth 
in the race trailing only the 
defending national indoor 
champion and national indoor 


runner-up as well as the 
Connecticut state champion. 
Additionally, only Irizarry 
and defending national indoor 
champion Aron Cruickshank 
ran better times in the finals 
than they did in the prelimi- 
nary heats. 

The 2012 USATF Junior 
Olympics will be held from 
July 25 through July 31 in 
Baltimore, Maryland on the 
campus of Morgan State 
University. This will be the 
second time that the Junior 
Olympics have been held in 
Charm City. Irizarry’s open- 
ing heat in the 80 Meter 
Hurdles is scheduled to be run 
on July 25th and if he makes 
it to the finals, they will be 
contested on July 29th. 

Irizarry is. ranked 67th 
nationally out of that group, 
ranking him in the top ten 
percent of all midget age hur- 
dlers nationally. Addi- tional- 
ly, Irizarry is the top rated 
hurdler in his age group in 
the NE Region.

human trafficking 
and child abuse

A new law in Massachusetts helps prevent human traffick- 
ing in the state, but it also requires additional training. One 
local district attorney's office is taking a proactive approach to 
the situation. 

The Middlesex Children’s Advocacy Center, in collaboration 
with the Middlesex District Attorney’s Office, has revamped 
and re-launched an online training designed to help those who 
work with children to recognize and report suspected child 
abuse, neglect and exploitation. 

With the passage of Massachusetts’s Human Trafficking 
Law, mandated reporters have additional reporting obligations. 
The updated training includes information about commercial 
child sexual exploitation and the new reportable conditions. 

All mandated reporters who are professionally licensed by 
the Commonwealth are required by law to receive training on 
recognizing and reporting suspected child abuse and neglect. 
The Massachusetts Legislature has designated doctors, nurses, 
child care providers, teachers, guidance counselors, social 
workers, police officers and others as mandated reporters. 

The online training program, first launched by the MDAO in 
2010, remains the only online training available to the public in 
the state. To date, the training has had more than 20,000 regis- 
trants. The free program is available at 
http://middlesexcac. org/51A-reporter-training. 

The training program is now available in 15 languages. The

revisions to the training were funded thanks to a grant from the 
Massachusetts Children’s Alliance. _ 

“This educational training is one more prevention tool that 
we can use to help reduce incidents of child abuse and neglect,” 
DA Leone said. “By the very nature of their work, mandated 
reporters are very often the first people to see signs of child 
abuse. By continuing to improve and increase access to train- 
ing, we will ensure that children in Middlesex County remain 
healthy, safe and secure.” 

Child abuse is harm to or neglect of a child by an adult or 
another child. The effects of child abuse go beyond the abused 
child and extend into our communities. When parents, step-par- 
ents grandparents, caregivers and other children physically, 
sexually, verbally or emotionally assault a child, the injury 
often has long term consequences on the child's physical and 
psych-social growth and development. Certain forms of abuse 
are serious enough to be a crime. Investigation into the claims 
or injuries that a child presents, is crucial to determine the 
appropriate course of action to protect and heal the child as 
well as to keep the child and others safe. 

Children who are abused may or may not show physical 
signs of abuse. According to the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children a child is reported abused or 
neglected every 8 minutes.

decides to move in and 
demands that the trio part- 
ners with them. 

When the merciless head 
of the cartel, Elena (Salma 
Hayek), and her brutal 
enforcer, Lado (Benicio Del 
Toro), underestimate the 
unbreakable bond among 
these three friends, Ben and 
Chon - with the reluctant, 
slippery assistance of a 
dirty DEA agent (John 
Travolta) - wage a seeming- 
ly unwinnable war against 
the cartel. 

The story starts out with 
an “American Beauty” kind 
of hint about the possibility 
of the narrator, Ophelia, 
being dead by the end of the 
film. She could be narrating 
from beyond the grave, she 
says slyly. O is in love with 
Ben and Chon, who are also 
in love with each other. In 
fact, O is warned by drug 
lord Elena’ that her two 
lovers may love each other 
more than they love her. 

Chon and Ben are small- 
time drug dealers. Ben is a 
botanist who has engineered 
a new kind of high-potency 
marijuana, while Chon is an 
Iraqi War veteran who is an 
enforcer with deadly ex-mil- 
itary mercenary connec- 
tions. Their operation is tar- 
geted for takeover by Elena. 
When Chon and Ben reject 
Elena's offer of a partner- 
ship, she has O kidnapped 
and held for ransom, forc- 
ing Chon and Ben to cooper- 
ate. 

The story gets complicat- 
ed by Mexican politics, cor- 
rupt law enforcement offi- 
cials, rival drug cartels, and 
changing allegiances. 
Mexican drug cartels are a 
fine example of unfettered 
capitalism, with demand 
created by law enforcement 
in the U.S. In this story, the 
drug lords decide they want 
to move their operations 
into the United States. 

Instead of moralizing the 
drug issue, Stone opts for 
two entirely different end- 
ings to the film, using a sort 
of rewind technique to go 
back to the beginning of the 
climactic scene, a Mexican 
standoff, and running 
another ending after the 
first one. You can take your 
choice. The first ending is 
operatic and dramatic. The 
second one is a sort of black 
comedy. 

‘Savages’ is Oliver Stone 
at his playful best. The 


result isn't a masterpiece, 


but it is a lot of fun to 
watch. 


“THE AMAZING SPI- 
DERMAN” 
GRADE: *** 

This reboot of the story 
of your friendly neighbor- 
hood Spider-Man, unnecces- 
‘sary after three previous 
films starring Tobey 
Maguire as the webslinger, 
is fun to watch at times 
despite some obvious flaws. 

‘The Amazing Spider- 
Man’ is the story of Peter 
Parker (Andrew Garfield), 
an outcast high schooler 
who was abandoned by his 
parents as a boy, leaving 
him to be raised by his 
Uncle Ben (Martin Sheen) 
and Aunt May (Sally Field). 
Like most teenagers, Peter 
is trying to figure out who 
he is and how he got to be 
the person he is today. 

As Peter discovers a mys- 
terious briefcase that 
belonged to his father, he 
begins a quest to under- 
stand his parents' disap- 
pearance - leading him 
directly to Oscorp and the 
lab of Dr. Curt Connors 
(Rhys Ifans), his father's 
former partner. As Spider- 
Man is set on a collision 
course with Connors' alter- 
ego, The Lizard, Peter will 
make life-altering choices to 
use his powers and shape 
his destiny to become a 
hero. 

Just a decade since 
director Sam Raimi suc- 
cessfully brought the daring 
wall-crawler to the screen in 
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three mega blockbusters, 
newcomer Mare Webb has 
been asked to reboot the 
franchise - and tell yet 
another origin story of how 
Parker acquired his spider 
powers, while the same sto- 
ryline starring Maguire is 
still fresh in everyone’s 
minds. He nearly pulls it 
off, by smartly putting the 
focus more on the teen 
Parker and not the hero he 
will become, and staying 
largely faithful to a formula 
that has kept the character 
popular for five decades. 

Stone is typically 
enchanting, and her chem- 
istry with Garfield is palpa- 
ble, leading to a moment 
almost as memorable as the 
famed upside-down kiss 
between Maguire and 
Kirsten Dunst in the origi- 
nal. Also strong are the sup- 
porting players, such as 
Sally Field as Aunt May and 
Martin Sheen as Peter's 
doomed role model, Uncle 
Ben. Caring about the peo- 
ple involved helps immense- 
ly in the third act, when the 
movie is overtaken by daz- 
zling effects work and epic 
fights with the dinosaur-like 

There are some obvious 
plot flaws, like Peter’s abili- 
ty to walk around ultra- 
secure Oscorp’s most secre- 
tive labs with nothing but an 
intern identification badge 
as clearance, but that’s nec- 
essary to allow him to be bit 
by a genetically altered spi- 
der and develop his wall- 
crawling abilities. 

There’s a moment late in 
the movie when it all comes 
together as a film, and 
shows what may be in store 
in future installments with 
this cast. It’s when our inex- 
perienced wall crawler gets 
some help from a teamster 
who's son Spidey had previ- 
ously rescued. It's the sort 
of scene that the best super- 
hero movies always have — 
where the hero or heroine is 
helped not just by their spe- 
cial abilities, but by the ado- 
ration of those they have 
saved, and the love of doing 
what is right and just no 
matter how dangerous it 
may be. 

That should get anyone’s 
spider-sense tingling. 


“ROCK OF AGES” 
GRADE: ** 

You don’t have to be a fan 
or even like the music of the 
1980s to appreciate the 
effort that went into making 
“Rock of Ages.” 

What should impress you 
is the commitment and ded- 
ication of a cast of veteran 
actors giving their all to 
their roles, and performing 
their own songs - even if the 
film itself isn’t that great 
overall. 

The movie, adapted from 
the Broadway musical of 
the same name, stars 
Julianne Hough as Sherrie 
and Diego Boneta as Drew. 

The movie is campy, and 
the translation from 
Broadway to the screen can 
be awkward. 

Don't take Rock of Ages 
too seriously, and you'll 
have fun.

“Selectwoman Judy 
O’Connell said that she is 
denying the request and that 
Lingenfelter has _ recently 
exercised his freedom of 


speech when he took out an 
ad that called the members of 
the Board of Selectmen igno- 
rant, but that doesn’t give 
anyone the right to remove 
him from any position he 
holds...”

“Local officials and East 
Woburn residents celebrated 
news that toxic pollutants 


have not seeped their way into 
buildings, though dangerous 
levels of contaminates are 
pooling under at least two 
commercial structures,” notes 
the Woburn edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” _ 

“During a meeting ... in 
City Hall, officials from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) explained that 
air quality testing in about 10 
buildings surrounding the 
Wells G and H superfund site 
confirmed that contamination 
in the soil and groundwater, 
that may have turned to a 
gaseous form, posed no health 
threat to area workers and 
residents. 

“However, the EPA is con- 
cerned about highly elevated 
levels of volatile organic com- 


pounds (VOC’s) becoming 
trapped underneath the 
UniFirst building off of 


Olympia Avenue, as well as 
another commercial structure 
to west of the main facility... 

“This is good news for the 
city regarding the vapor intru- 
sion,” Mayor Scott Galvin 
announced.

Physicians, medical interns, hospital per- 
sonnel engaged in the examination, care or 
treatment of persons, medical examiners; 

Psychologists, emergency medical techni- 
cians, dentists, nurses, chiropractors, podia- 
trists, optometrists, osteopaths; 

Public or private schoolteachers, education- 
al administrators, guidance or family coun- 
selors; 

Office of Child Care Services licensors; 

Day care and child care workers, including 
any person paid to care for, or work with, a 
child in any public or private facility, or home 
or program funded or licensed by the 
Commonwealth, which provides day care or 
residential services. This includes child care 
resource and referral agencies, as well as 
voucher management agencies, family day 
care and child care food programs; 

Social workers, foster parents, probation 
officers, clerks magistrate of the district 
courts, and parole officers; 

Firefighters or police officers; 

School attendance officers, allied mental 
health and licensed human services profession- 
als; 

Psychiatrists, and clinical social workers, 
drug and alcoholism counselors; and 

Priests, rabbis, clergy members, ordained 
or licensed ministers, leaders of any church or 
religious body, accredited Christian Science 
practitioners, or a person employed by a 
church or religious body to supervise, educate, 
teach, train or counsel a child on a regular 
basis. 

In addition to mandated reporters, anyone 
who is concerned that a child is being abused 
or is at risk of abuse can file a report with the 
Department of Children and Families. Each 
case of child abuse or neglect is unique. The 
child who has been hurt is always the victim. If

Although anyone who suspects a ella is, 
being abused or neglected can and should file, 
a report with the Department of Children and, 
Families (DCF), mandated reporters are 
required by law to do so. In fiscal year 2011, 
DCF received over 80,000 reports of abuse and 
neglect. 

It is a crime for mandated reporters to fail. 
to file a 51A Report if, in their professional 
capacity, they have reasonable cause to believe 
a child is being abused or neglected. 

The Family Protection Bureau was estab- 
lished by District Attorney Gerry Leone after 
he took office in 2007 and includes the Child 
Abuse Unit, Domestic Violence Unit and the 
Elder/Disabled Abuse Unit. The Bureau 
serves the needs of the children and families in, 
Middlesex County by coordinating overlapping 
abuse areas among the Units within the 
Bureau, and working outside the office with the 
myriad service agencies who help serve and 
protect vulnerable victim populations. The 
Child Abuse Unit in particular, works in con- 
nection with the Middlesex Children’s 
Advocacy Center and is dedicated to prevent- 
ing crime through education and training, as 
well as enforcement of the laws through inves, 
tigation and prosecution of crimes of abuse.

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Food safety is important 
when entertaining 


‘ Entertaining at home is 
one of the ways friends and 


families spend time togeth- 
er, and food is often at the 
center of such gatherings, 
acting as a conversation 
starter or even the central 
component of the festivities. 
But food can also make your 
gathering memorable for all 
the wrong reasons. 
Forty-eight million peo- 
ple get sick from contami- 
nated food each year, 
according to the National 
Institutes of Health. 
Statistics Canada says that 
roughly 13 million 
Canadians succumb to some 
sort of food illness each 
year. Common causes of 
food-borne illnesses are bac- 
teria, parasites and viruses 
present in improperly han- 
dled food. Some foods also 
contain contaminants that 
result from the growing or 
packaging process. 


. Salmonella-laced spinach 
and cantaloupe, pink-slime 
beef and scores of other 
food-related concerns pop 
up every year. However, 
keeping guests and yourself 
healthy requires knowledge 
of some basic food safety 
rules that are important 
throughout the year. 

~ * Wash your hands thor- 
oughly before handling any 
type of food. 

~ * Avoid cross-contamina- 
tion of foods by using uten- 
sils for only one type of food 
(e.g., separate cutting board 
and knives for meat and 
produce). 

* Cook foods to proper 
internal temperatures. 

* Keep foods thoroughly 
chilled to prevent bacteria 
growth. Do not over-stuff a 
refrigerator, or it may not 
be able to retain a cold 
enough temperature neces- 


sary to inhibit growth of 


microorganisms. 

* Store raw meats on the 
bottom shelf of the refriger- 
ator so they don't accidently 
leak or drip onto other 
foods. 

* Keep hot foods hot and 
cold foods cold during serv- 
ing. Use chafing dishes or 
bowls or bins of ice if neces- 
sary. 

* Discard any leftover 
food that has been sitting 
out if it hasn't been placed 
in a container and refriger- 
ated or frozen within two 
hours. If it's especially hot 
outside, discard after one 
hour. 

* Keep foods covered 
when serving — outdoors. 
Insects, notably flies, carry 
harmful bacteria, which 
can be transferred to food 
from saliva or body contact. 

* Thaw foods in the 
refrigerator, not on the 
counter. 

* Sanitize kitchen sur- 
faces with bleach and water 
to kill any residual bacteria 
from food preparation. 

* Do not use meat, poul- 
try or seafood marinades 
again to baste cooking 
foods. 

* Regularly clean out the 
refrigerator and wash down 
the bins and trays. 

* Wash all fruits and veg- 
etables prior to cooking. 
Fleshy fruits can become 
contaminated simply from a 
knife coming in contact 
with the rind and then the 
fruit pulp. 

* Be extra careful with 
known food-borne illness 
suspects. These include 
eggs, ground meats, 
seafood, and poultry. 

Safety precautions when 
preparing and storing food 
can safeguard hosts and 
their guests from food-borne 
illnesses.

4 tips for choosing grass varieties 


If you drive by a home and see a lush lawn 
out front, you may wonder how the homeowner 
achieved such a thick and healthy turf. 
Although many factors go into creating a beau- 
tiful lawn, starting out with the right seed for 
your location can play a big role. 

Some homeowners simply go out and buy 
whatever grass seed they find. However, if you 
plant a warm-season grass where it frosts over 
in the winter, you could end up spending money 
for nothing — and finding a dead lawn come 
springtime. The same can be said for planting 
a cool-season grass variety where the summer 
sun will scorch the lawn and kill it off. These 
are some factors you will need to consider 
when planting a lawn. 

1. Select the right grass seed or mix of grass 
seed for your climate. Determining your zone 
area and seeing where your location falls on a 
Turfgrass Selection Climate Zone map, which 
gauges temperature as well as climate and 
rainfall amounts, can help you select a grass 
seed. For example, bahiagrass, Bermuda and 
zoysia are better for warmer climates, while 
bluegrass, fescue and ryegrass may work in 
cooler-weather to temperate areas. 

2. Determine yard needs. Certain homeown- 
ers have no problem spending hours upon 
hours caring for the lawn. Others prefer mini- 
mal upkeep, while some can handle moderate 
maintenance. Homeowners can choose a grass 
based on how much time they want to spend 
caring for it. You should also determine how 
the lawn will be used. Will it be a focal point 


with no foot traffic? Or will it be a play area for 
kids and pets? This, too, will help you deter- 
mine your grass type. 

3. Choose the type of grass for your desire of 
growth and life span. Some grasses spread by 
creeping or tillering. Tillering happens when 
the plant extends from the central root, and 
these grasses are known as "bunch" grasses. 
Creeping is when grasses send out horizontal 
roots, essentially runners, from which new 
plants will arise. There are also wide blades 
and narrow blades of grass. One last thing to 
think about is an annual grass or perennial. In 
general, turfgrasses are perennial, so apart 
from reseeding dull patches, annual seeding 
won't be necessary. 

4. Go out and buy the grass. Now that you 
have narrowed down your needs, you can head 
to a lawn store armed with the information and 
select the right type of grass for your needs. 
Consult with an employee if you have difficulty 
determining the variety of grass you should 
purchase. Depending on whether you're in a 
transition zone between two different zones, 
you may need a combination of seeds for the 
best balance and look. 


After you have selected the grass seed, you 
will need to follow the manufacturer's recom- 
mendation for seeding. Experts advise that the 
best time for seeding is in the fall when there 
is still ample water and sunlight, and the grass 
has yet to go into hibernation. Here's what else 
you can do.
